A YOUNG mother punched in the face 
in a shopping centre was told a CCTV 
camera missed the incident because 
it was blocked by a food stall. 

Zenika Rattray, 22, from the town 
centre, was left ‘shaken’ after a group 
of boys attacked her at lunchtime in 
The Mall on January 22. 

One of the boys bumped into the 
pram carrying her 10-month-old son 
and she asked the boys to ‘be careful’. 

She was then punched, causing her 
to collapse and leaving her with a 
bloody nose and swollen lip. 

After the assault, Bedfordshire Police 
told the young mother a food stall had 
blocked CCTV cameras from record¬ 
ing the attack. 

Zenika said: “One person punched 
me and I just fell, and the next thing I 
knew there were people helping me up 
but the boys were gone by then. 

“Shoppers were giving me tissues 
and security took me to the walk-in- 
centre and then I went to the police to 
give my statement. On Tuesday they 
called me to say that they could’t see 
the footage. I was really mad because I 
felt that was my one comfort, that they 
would be able to spot them. 

“I’m okay and my nose is better but I 
don’t feel safe. I went to the supermar¬ 
ket the other day and I felt nervous. 

“This is the first time this has 
happened to me.” 

The Mall has since offered police 
access to other CCTV cameras that 
may have picked up the attack. 

Speaking to Luton on Sunday on 
Friday, upon hearing the police will be 
checking other cameras, Zenika said: 


“I feel better because the impression I 
got was that the police had done all 
they can but I’m happy now that they 
are going to look at other footage.” 

Zenika added that she was now con¬ 
sidering settling outside of Luton. 

Her mother, Nicola Rattray, said: “I 
don’t understand what their reason is 


for punching a young mum like that. 

“There are lots of young mums in the 
Mall and vulnerable people and they 
seemed quite brazen - I would not 
want that to happen to anyone else.” 

Bedfordshire Police said: “We can 
confirm that there was an incident 
outside Superdrug in the Mall at about 


12.45pm on Thursday, January 22, 
where a woman was assaulted by a 
man. A full police investigation is 
being undertaken into this incident 
including looking at available CCTV.” 

The force added that an officer would 
update Zenika after viewing more 
CCTV footage. 


Jail term cut 
for man who 
fatally stabbed 
Micah Urquhart 

A‘WICKED 1 killer who 
slaughtered an ‘extremely 
vulnerable 1 teenager with 
a knife has had his mini¬ 
mum jail term cut. 

Waqar Younis, 20, of 
Queens Close, brutally 
stabbed Micah Urquhart, 
19, outside his home in 
Hastings Street, in a 
‘revenge attack 1 in 
November 2013 carried 
out with Paul Lynam, 19, 
of Midland Road. 

Younis was handed a life 
sentence at Luton Crown 
Court last March after he 
was convicted of murder. 

He was ordered to serve 
at least 28 years behind 
bars before he could even 
apply for parole. Lynam 
was found guilty of man¬ 
slaughter and handed 10 
years 1 detention. 

Judge Paul Batty QC, sit¬ 
ting with Lord Justice 
Bean and Mr Justice Irwin 
at the Court of Appeal, 
upheld a challenge against 
Younis’s minimum term, 
saying his youth at the 
time meant it should be 
cut to 25 years. 

The judges rejected a 
sentence challenge by 
Lynam but Judge Batty 
noted that Younis was only 
18 at the time of the ‘wick¬ 
ed murder 1 . 

If he had been 17, his sen¬ 
tence would inevitably 
have been much shorter. 

After ‘long and anxious 1 
consideration, the judge 
concluded that a 28 year 
minimum was excessive. 

He said the court had 
come to the view ‘the min¬ 
imum term of 28 years was 
too long 1 .

Force investigating 13 
cops over allegations

AT least 13 Bedfordshire Police 
officers are currently subject 
to ongoing investigations over 
harm suffered by black and 
Asian men. 

Officers involved in the Leon 
Briggs, Faruk Ali and Julian 
Cole incidents are all currently 
under investigation by the 
Independent Police Complaints 
Commission (IPCC). 

This amounts to a total of 13, 
or 1.59 per cent of Bedfordshire 
Police officers. 

Mr Briggs, 39, died in 
November 2013 while in police 
custody at the Luton and 
Dunstable Hospital after falling 
ill following his arrest. 

Five officers are being 
investigated in connection with 
the incident. 

Mr Cole, 21, whose family 
spoke for the first time this 
week, suffered a broken neck 
and brain damage as a result of 
a ‘hangman’s fracture’ which 
allegedly happened as he was 
being arrested outside Bedford’s 
Elements nightclub in May 
2013. Six police officers were 
interviewed under caution for 
GBH, but all are currently still 
active on the force. 

Mr Ali was allegedly the 
victim of assault at the hands of 
two police officers in February 


last year. However the two offic¬ 
ers involved were cleared of all 
wrongdoing in a trial last 
December, but are still subject 
to an IPCC investigation. 

When asked if there is an issue 
with the number of officers 


being investigated, a 
Bedfordshire Police spokesman 
said: “We are already address¬ 
ing any potential issues by 
referring the cases to the IPCC. 
We will await the outcome of 
those investigations.” 


Speaker Bercow 
gives guest talk 
at sixth form 

POLITICS students at Luton Sixth Form 
College were called to order for a special 
lecture by the Speaker of the House of 
Commons, John Bercow, on Thursday. 

Mr Speaker was accompanied by Dr 
Edge Watchorn, head of education at the 
Houses of Parliament, who also fielded 
questions from the young audience. 

Subjects ranged from MPs’ salaries and 
freedom of speech in light of the Charlie 
Hebdo attack, to parliamentary reform 
and the Iraq war. 

He also elaborated on what his role 
entails. 

In keeping with the tradition that the 
Speaker is strictly non-partisan and not 
affiliated to any party, he also skilfully 
handled questions about his own views 
on particular policies and issues. 

The talk had been organised by Denise 
Pointer, the college’s work related learn¬ 
ing leader. 

She said: “One of his passions is getting 
young people involved in politics and he 
goes to a lot of schools and colleges to 
give talks, so we were delighted to wel¬ 
come him. 

“His talk was absolutely brilliant. He 
was so articulate, intelligent and very 
engaging. 

“I liked the way he was so honest while 
also considering the feelings of his audi¬ 
ence. Even when he knew he would say 
things not everyone would agree with, 
he was happy to stand up for what he 
believes in. 

“He was also very willing and friendly. 
Even at the end of the talk, when some 
students wanted to take selfies with 
him, he was quite happy to stay and do 
that.” 

Aside from his role in Parliament, Mr 
Bercow is currently Chancellor of the 
University of Bedfordshire, a post he was 
appointed to in June last year and will 
serve a five year term. 


MAN, 76, JAILED FOR SEX CRIMES HOUGHTON REGIS STORE TO SHUT EX-HATTER RECOVERING AT HOME 


A ONE-LEGGED pensioner from 
Luton was jailed for 18 years on 
Friday for sex crimes going back 
to the 1970s. 

Edward McCulloch, 76, of 
Spandow Court, Elizabeth 
Street, was found guilty of four 
counts of raping a girl when she 
was aged 7 and 8. He had plead¬ 
ed guilty to rape and indecent 
assault of another victim.

It is one of 18 Express stores 
earmarked for closure. Fourty- 
three stores across the country 
will be closing their doors and 
the company is in the process of 
informing 2,000 members of 
staff who will be affected by the 
cutbacks.

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There is ‘no mandate’ 
for park’s death knell

CAMPAIGNERS have said plans to 
build a cemetery on a park protected 
by a 30-year-old covenant have ‘no 
mandate’. 

The ‘Save Orchard Close Park’ 
(SOCP) group is opposing proposals 
by Houghton Regis Town Council to 
turn Orchard Close Park in Houghton 
Regis into a burial site. 

The council’s legal team wants to 
alter the covenant so it can submit a 
planning application for the ceme¬ 
tery to Cental Bedfordshire Council. 

Roy Houghton, an 87-year-old war 
veteran from the SOCP, said the 
authority had ‘no mandate’ for its 
proposed move. 

A number of councillors at the 
authority, including Labour council¬ 
lor Tony Swaine and Independent 
councillor Alan Winter, have publicly 
expressed their opposition to the 
plans. 

Writing on the SOCP’s Facebook 
page, Cllr Winter said ‘covenants 
should be honoured’. 

Mr Houghton said: “We’ve had a 
recreation ground going back to the 
1950s and earlier than that. 

“There was concrete company in 
the area then that wrote a covenant 
which says that the land adjacent 
Orchard Close should be kept as open 
ground for recreation purposes. 


“The council in their wisdom far 
back decided that Houghton Regis 
cemetery was running out of space 
but if you go to take a look you will see 
that there is space for 20 years. 

“There was no mandate for it in the 
2010 election but they have started 
doing tests on it and looking into it. 

“The local village always valued that 
ground which was given to them. 

“I believe that there’s now a majority 
on the council against this cemetery.” 


In a statement posted online, 
Houghton Regis Council said: “There 
is estimated to be around five year’s 
useable space remaining at the cur¬ 
rent cemetery. 

“There is no scope for expansion to 
the existing site due to surrounding 
land uses. 

“Cemetery provision within 
Houghton Regis is an important facil¬ 
ity to residents and accordingly to the 
Town Council”.

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Case not closed 
on OAP bag ‘thief

AN angry daughter has hit 
out at an airline after it 
branded her elderly mother 
a ‘thief after she mistakenly 
picked up the wrong bag. 

Juliet Reid, 46, said her 
85-year-old mother Rose 
Hamujuni was given wheel¬ 
chair assistance when she 
flew into Heathrow Airport 
on January 15 from Uganda. 

She had pointed to a suit¬ 
case she thought was hers 
but the family realised it was 
the wrong one once she 
arrived in Luton. 

Juliet said she couldn’t get 
hold of British Airways until 
January 17 and when she did, 
she claims the person she 
spoke to suggested her moth¬ 
er could be seen as having 
stolen the bag if she did not 
return it to the airport. 

Juliet said: “When I called 
them they said that I have to 
take it to them. I said no and 
then somebody said that 
technically my mum has sto¬ 
len the suitcase. 

“I said that’s your responsi¬ 
bility because she is 85 and 
has travelled eight hours.” 

Juliet says is refusing to 
return the suitcase out of 
principle. She added: “I 
assumed the person helping 
her would have checked the 
suitcase. I got so angry and 


put the phone down because 
insinuating that my mum is a 
thief is beyond my compre¬ 
hension.”

A VICTIM of a botched blood 
transfusion is not going to 
back down in her quest to 
win compensation. 

Fifty-six-year-old Sharon 
Moore, from Luton, is at the 
forefront of the Tainted Blood 
campaign to get compensa¬ 
tion for victims of infected 
transfusions. 

Miss Moore contracted 
Hepatitis C as a result of a 
contaminated transfusion in 


1987, with blood testing only 
introduced in 1987. 

Miss Moore said: “I was 
hospitalised for anaemia and 
I assumed after my transfu¬ 
sion I would get better. 

“I just got worse and nobody 
knew why, until I was tested 
10 years later. 

“4,000 of us were infected 
and 2,000 died. 

“I managed to beat it, but 
still have a variety of health 
issues as a result.” 

The group has also been 
pressuring Health Secretary 


Jeremy Hunt MP to act. The 
campaign has recently 
gained the backing of several 
MPs, including Luton North 
representative Kelvin 
Hopkins. 

Mr Hopkins said: “People 
who have been affected by 
medical mistakes, like 
Sharon, should be entitled to 
compensation, but there has 
been no progress. 

“I too have written to Jeremy 
Hunt along with a number 
others, but have yet to receive 
a response.”

ALEKSANDRA Warchol 
spends her days capturing 
life through the lens of her 
camera. 

Whether it’s a civic event 
or private affair, the 31-year- 
old photographer can be 
seen around Luton ready to 
for the next shot. 

Alex first came to the UK 
from Poland 10 years ago for 
a working holiday which is 
yet to end. 

She was 21 at the time and 
came with about 15 other 
friends, including her boy¬ 
friend Lukasz. Her aim had 
been to earn enough to fund 
her degree back in Poland. 

However, after she began 
working at a warehouse in 
Dunstable two weeks after 
arriving, she realised she 
could earn in a week what 
she would have earned in a 
month in her job in Poland. 

When some of her friends 
returned, she decided to 
stay. Since then, she has 
built a new life for herself, 
managed to get a mortgage 
on a house in Houghton 
Regis with Lukasz and says 
she is now able to call Luton 
her ‘home town’. 

Growing up, did she ever 
plan to leave Poland?

I never had any problems,” 
she says. 

“Maybe I didn’t realise it at 
the time but when I was 
living with my parents it 
was quite nice and comfy.”

She grew up in Siechnice, 
south-western Poland, with 
her parents and older broth¬ 
er.

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she couldn’t afford to study 
at the local art university. 

And she didn’t want to 
‘worry’ her parents any¬ 
more - her father Siechnice 
had three jobs to send her to 
ALA. It was against this 
backdrop that Alex decided 
to move to England. Her 
plan was made easier by the 
fact that her boyfriend 
Lukasz had visited the 
Netherlands a year earlier 
on holiday and had met a 
fellow Pole who rented a 
house in Luton. 

He asked the couple to join 
him and a few others on a 
trip to the UK in 2004. 

Talking about their first 
days in the UK, Alex said: “I 
was scared, I was so scared. 
Everything looked the same 
and for the first three days I 
think I was a bit homesick 
because I realised, ‘oh, I’m 
gonna stay here for a bit so 
this is it’, but after a few 
days I got used to it. I could 
speak English. . .well, I 
thought that I could speak 
English at the time but I 
couldn’t. What they teach 
you in school is so different 
to real life.” 

Since then a lot has 
changed for Alex. She’s 
moved from working in 
warehouses and offices to 
becoming a photographer, a 
move which came in tragic 
circumstances. 

In 2007 her father tragi¬ 
cally died in a car accident 
in Poland and her mother 
bought her a new camera 
with some of the money

paid out by the insurance. 
Alex worked part-time while 
studying Photography and 
Video Arts at the University 
of Bedfordshire under her 
future employer, Ben 
Hodson, from the creative 
agency A Thin Place. 

And how does she feel 
earning her living from 
something which started as 
a hobby? 

“Amazing, amazing, 
amazing,” she adds. 

“I’m not a workaholic - I 
don’t like to spend all day at 
work. I like to have a 
balance. I love to work but I 
love to spend time with my 
boyfriend and our dog.” 

And the highlight of her 
time in Luton? “I’m glad I 
went to university because 


this is what opened my eyes 
and I met a lot of people who 
actually cared about Luton. 

“Before that I never really 
liked Luton - it’s not the 
most beautiful place in the 
world. 

“I’ve travelled around the 
UK quite a lot and there are 
nicer places but it’s nice to 
see that the town is chang¬ 
ing. There are people who 
actually care about it. 

“I met lots of people from 
Luton or outside Luton 
when I started hanging 
around in Luton more often 
and going to parks, clubs 
and different places. 

“Spending more time with 
people who care about 
Luton I think has made a 
huge difference to me.”

Practice-led:

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Jailed for attack 
on pal’s grandpa

A MAN has been jailed for 19 
and a half years for his part 
in a botched burglary. 

Warren Reid, 22, of Seaton 
Road, Luton, was jailed on 
Friday, January 23 for the 
attack on his friend Jack 
Sibley’s grandfather in May 
last year. 

Reid and Sibley, who 
received 19 years for his part 
in the crime, broke into Barry 
Sibley’s home in the dead of 
night determined to get their 
hands on the £4,000 the 
elderly man kept in a safe in 
an upstairs wardrobe. 

The two had been round the 
house to visit two days earlier 
and located the safe. 

They planned a spending 
spree which included a visit 
to a strip club. 

But after creeping into the 
former policeman’s home, 
the noise they made woke the 
82-year-old, who lived alone. 

The old man armed himself 
with a souvenir Gurkha’s 
knife that was by his bedside 
and came out of his bedroom. 

On the landing he was 
grabbed by his grandson, 
who was wearing a balaclava, 
and Reid and then hurled

head first down the staircase. 

The pair snatched the knife 
from him and stabbed him 
with such ferocity that the 
middle finger on the old 
man’s left hand was chopped 
off and his ring finger was 
almost severed. 

In addition he was stabbed 
in the chest and suffered a 
fractured skull, and ‘chopped’ 
about the top of his head with 
the ornamental Kukri knife. 

The pair fled the house in 


Cheshunt, Hertfordshire, 
leaving the pensioner at the 
foot of the staircase. 

Luckily his cries for help 
were heard by a neighbour 
and police broke into the 
property to find the grandfa¬ 
ther lying in a pool of blood. 

Despite the life threatening 
injuries he had sustained, the 
old man survived. 

After jailing the grandson 
for 19 years, Judge Stephen 
Gullick handed a sentence of 
19 years and nine months to 
Reid. 

Judge Gullick told the pair it 
had been a ‘ferocious and 
sickening attack’ on the 
grandfather. 

Before he was sentenced, 
the court was told Sibley had 
written a letter from prison 
saying he now wanted to 
‘make it up’ to his granddad 
and win back his trust for a 
crime which has torn his 
family apart. 

In December, the pair were 
convicted of conspiring to 
rob Barry Sibley in the early 
hours of May 13 last year. 

They were acquitted of a 
charge of attempting to 
murder the man, but were 
instead found guilty of caus¬ 
ing him grevious bodily harm 
with intent.

A COURIER firm has been fined £50,000 
after one of its workers was run over by his 
own lorry. 

DHL, who also paid costs of £15,698, pleaded 
guilty to safety failings after a HGV driver was 
run over by his vehicle at a depot in Dunstable 
on September 4, 2012. 

The unnamed 42-year-old, from Leeds, was 
connecting a trailer to his cab at DHL’s depot 
at the start of his shift when the vehicle moved. 

He was run over after he tripped and fell 
while attempting to catch up with the cab to 
stop it hitting and injuring a pedestrian or 
nearby property. 


The worker suffered life-changing injuries 
including five fractures to his pelvis and he 
has been unable to work since. 

He was unable to walk for six months, can no 
longer drive as he cannot sit for any length of 
time, and has been diagnosed with post-trau¬ 
matic stress disorder. 

The Health and Safety Executive (HSE), 
which investigated the incident, found that 
the firm had failed to assess the risks associ¬ 
ated with parking on uneven or sloping 
ground and, as a result, had not identified and 
implemented practicable controls or safe¬ 
guards such as the use of wheel chocks and 
audible handbrake alarm. 

HSE Inspector Emma Page said it had been a 
‘horrific and entirely preventable injury’.

IN this week’s column, Councillor 
Tafheen Sharif reflects upon the 
events of the past few weeks 
and calls for unity and solidarity 


THE recent horrific and 
barbaric terrorist attacks in 
Paris, condemned by many 
communities of religion and 
of no religion, has fuelled 
much debate on the 
“freedom of speech” across 
the globe. 

It makes me sad and heavy- 
hearted to hear about the loss 
of lives caused by this act of 
criminality; my thoughts go 
out to the victims’ families 
and loved ones. 

As a Muslim, and like many 
others in Luton, I believe in 
freedom of speech. 

I respect the right for people 
to express themselves freely. 

However, freedom should 
be balanced with responsi¬ 
bility and respect. 

It should not be translated 
into a duty to offend or hate. 

There are laws to protect the 
dignity and properties of 
people and as citizens of 
Luton we need to foster a 
culture of mutual respect and 
unity, not one of division and 
disdain. 

Given the publication of the 
cartoon of Prophet 
Muhammed (may peace be 
upon him) most Muslims will 
inevitably feel hurt, offended 


and upset. Prophet 
Muhammed (may peace be 
upon him) is dearer to 
Muslims than parents, 
children and our own selves. 
Reactions to the publications, 
although distressing, must 
reflect the teachings of the 
gentle character of the 
Prophet enduring patience 
and tolerance. 

Peaceful channels should 
be utilised such as healthy 
debate and discussion. 

As Lutonians we must not 
allow hate to creep into our 
hearts due to atrocities in 
Paris and across the world. 

The attacks in Paris were 
not about free speech, they 
were an attempt to turn us 
against each other. 

Another horrific example in 
history is The Holocaust 
where lews were marginal¬ 
ised, hated and executed 
because of their faith. 

Last week we saw Luton 


Borough Council, and many 
organisations across the 
country, hold a memorial day 
to remember those who 
suffered in The Holocaust 
and to remember the victims 
and survivors of the unjust 
acts. 

People of all backgrounds 
must come together and show 
unity and solidarity. 

Let us not play into the 
terrorists’ bloodstained 
hands by their attempts of 
dividing and demonising us. 

Let us reject all forms of hate. 
Terrorists cannot divide us. 

Any suspected incidents of 
Islamophobia or anti- 
Semitism, or any form of hate 
crime, should be reported to 
the police on 101, along with 
any concerns around 
individuals or groups 
suspected of wanting to 
cause harm in our communi¬ 
ties.

MEET.. .FULL HOUSE 

I’M not a ‘classist gimp’. But neither do I 
wholeheartedly agree with James Blunt’s 
criticism of what the shadow minister for 
the arts said last week. 

Labour MP Chris Bryant bemoaned the 
fact that a career in the arts is fast becom¬ 
ing possible only for those from affluent 
and privileged backgrounds. 

Singer James Blunt poo-poohed that 
suggestion as ‘populist, envy-based vote¬ 
hunting’ from a ‘prejudiced wazzock’. 

In other words, you don’t have to be posh 
to be in showbiz. 

Of course you don’t but it helps. Or if not 
posh, then born into a family that can help 
you pay your way through art, drama or 
music school, should you be lucky and 
talented enough to get accepted, as well as 
in the times you might spend out of work, 
trying to scratch a living together in what¬ 
ever temp job you can get. 

But even more divisive is the fact that arts 
provision in state schools is always the first 
casualty of government cutbacks. 

Who cares if your kid can’t borrow a violin 
from the county music bank any more or 
there’s no time in the curriculum for drama 
classes. They’ve got SATs to sit and teachers 
have got forms to fill in, anything else is 
just icing on the cake and they can get all 
that at home. Can’t they? 

Well, no. Not in every case. Which is why 
what Full House Theatre does is even more 
important now than when they first started 
up, 14 years ago. 

Full House is a local, home-grown 
company. Creative directors Harriet Hardie 
and Ben Miles were fortunate enough to be 


able to go to a good drama school in 
London, which is where they met. Then 
they came back to Bedfordshire and set up 
a theatre company with a difference. 

The difference is that they didn’t have a 
theatre, they didn’t have much money and 
they didn’t see their personal future careers 
in terms of getting a part in a long-running 
soap or starring in a West End show. They 
wanted to take live theatre out to people 
who rarely get to see it or even know what it 
could be like. 

They have taken shows into schools, 
parks and town centres and got people 
involved in them. They have given a voice 
to people who would never normally have 
one. They have refreshed the parts that 
other theatre companies couldn’t or 
wouldn’t reach. 

Their projects with groups such as 
Bedford and District Cerebral Palsy Society, 
adults with special needs and schoolchil¬ 
dren right across the county have earned 
them respect and funding from the Arts 
Council, the National Lottery and Children 
in Need as well as from local charities such 
as the Harpur Trust. And with it, their work 
has also brought a lot of fun. 

And fun is what Luton’s Full House Feb 
Fest is all about. Four days of creative 
activities, shows, storytelling and work¬ 
shops are planned later this month in 
several locations across the town. 

Tickets to the shows are cheap and in 
some cases totally free but the quality of 
the events, which includes the work of 
visiting companies, is top notch. 

And it goes without saying that they’re 
not just for posh people. 

Full House Feb Fest is for everybody.

WHO needs a trip to Manchester United any¬ 
way? There was more than enough drama at 
Kenilworth Road with a five-goal thriller that 
saw Luton hold off a second half Cambridge 
revival. 

Forget the FA Cup. For Town, League Two is 
where it’s at, but League One would be better. 
Sure, a day-trip to Old Trafford would have 
been nice but the Hatters are thinking longer 
term. 

Their fans have a profanity-laden toe-tapper 
of a song to indicate just what they think of the

LUTON Town won’t rush into making a deci¬ 
sion on signing Andrew Johnson, as the for¬ 
mer England striker continues to decide 
whether he wants to extend his playing career 
by agreeing a deal with the Hatters. 

Town manager John Still has spoken to 
Johnson’s agent this week but said the club 
are waiting for the player to get back to them 
once he has decided on what direction to take 
his future. 

The 33-year-old was released by Crystal 
Palace earlier this year, meaning his signing 
would not have to be completed by Monday’s 
transfer deadline but Still thinks a decision is 
close. 

However, the situation doesn’t seem to have 
progressed in a week and with news of Luton’s 


interest first breaking on January 7, the 
length of time which has elapsed may point to 
a deal being unlikely. 

“We actually met for the first time the agent 
of Andrew Johnson,” said Still. 

“It was the same discussion that we’ve had 
all the time, we’re really waiting for Andrew 
to come to us because he’s the one that has to 
decide if he wants to play. 

“It’s not just about wanting to play, it’s want¬ 
ing to play with an energy, a drive and an 
enthusiasm to help this club get promoted. 

“That’s whoever comes in, not just him. 

“At the moment he wasn’t sure that playing 
was what he wanted to do and that’s how we 
left it. 

“As far as I’m concerned when he is ready 
he’ll say yes I do or no I don’t. 

“I do think he would like an involvement 
with a football club but before we get to what 
sort of involvement we need to find out if 
playing is part of that. We might have an 
answer around next week.”

LUTON Town manager 
John Still will spend trans¬ 
fer deadline day trying to 
sign another player after 
landing winger Ryan Hall, 
Hakan Hayrettin has 
revealed. 

The 27-year-old new boy 
was paraded in front of the 
Kenilworth Road crowd at 
half time as the Hatters beat 
Cambridge United 3-2 in 
League Two yesterday. 

Hall penned an 18-month 
deal hours before the game 
after being released by 
Rotherham United, but it 
won’t be the last piece of 
business that the club do, if 
Still can help it. 

“That’s one crossed off 
and he’s working hard to get 
another one,” said first team 
coach Hayrettin ahead of 
transfer deadline day 
tomorrow.

Hall has also represented

Hayrettin said: “He’s an 
exciting player. He’s played 
at a higher level and he’s 
someone that the manager 
knows very, very well and 
he’s been tracking [him]. 

“He’s got very good feet, 
he’s quick with it and he 
runs at people and he’ll def¬ 
initely add to what we’ve 
got. 

“Let’s hope he has an 


enjoyable stay here and 
hopefully he can be a part of 
what the manager’s trying 
to do here.” 

Jonathan Smith, who 
scored Luton’s decisive 
third goal against 
Cambridge, said: “I’ve 
played against Ryan in the 
past so I know what a good 
player he is and I’m sure 
he’ll add a lot of quality to 
this team. 

“He’ll want to be playing 
in front of that support.” 

Luke Wilkinson, who 
headed Town into a 2-0 lead, 
said of Hall: “The gaffer is 
trying to bring in players to 
help us until the end of the 
season and for the future. 

“Hopefully he’ll come in 
and do well. We’ll make him 
feel welcome and hopefully 
he can be a big hit here. 

“I knowhe was at Southend 
and he’s done really well to 
get a move higher up the 
leagues, so fair play to him. 

“Obviously he wants to 
come and play games for 
Luton, a big club doing well, 
so hopefully he can help us 
over the finish line.”
